II.IiTJNISATION 

Experience  in  ales  and  elsewhere  continues  to  show  the  value  of 
maintaining  a high  level  of  immunisation  in  the  population  against  certain  diseases. 
In  particular  those  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  raid  tetanus. 
Vaccination  against  smallpox  infection  has  also  proved  invaluable.  It  must  be 
emphasised  that,  where  these  diseases  have  been  absent  for  many  years,  the 
prevention  of  a possibly  serious  epidemic  depends  on  the  percentage  of  susceptible 
pe  sons  in  the  population  who  have  been  immunised  or  vaccinated  against  these 
diseases,  About  75%  of  the  young  children  in  the  area  are  immunised  against 
these  diseases.
